The Chiefs {Seims) of the Ehasi States enjoy only limited powers. 
Their jurisdiction is confined to Civil suits'*" and mmor crimmal cases 
in which their own Rhasi subjects alone are concerned, all other suits 
and cases being referred to the Political Agent (who is Deputy Com- 
missioner of the Khasi and Jaintia Hills District) for adjudication 
Their administrative powers are also subject to various restrictions 


In the Manipui State both civil and crimmal jurisdiction over British 
subjects vests in the Political Agent But the President of the Dur- 
bar, who is a British Officer lent to the State, has been mvested with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the first class in respect of British sub- 
jects who are natives of the Naga Chin or Lushai Hills, and he is also 
empowered to dispose of all civil suits in which such persons are con- 
cerned Appeals he from the President’s decisions to the Political 
Agent, who also disposes of all cases for which the President’s magisterial

without delay, enquiie, in then due order so far as may be, or other- 
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wise, as may best suit tbe public conTenience, into all tbe claims tbat 
have been presented against tbe Estate 

XU Nature of enquiry — Subject to tbe provisions of Rule XX 
Eucb enquiries sball, in all cases, be conducted in accordance witb tbe 
following principles — 

A Tbe first point to be ascertained, wherever possible, sball be 
tbe amount of tbe principal sum originally lent by eacb 
creditor Hie bistorv of eacb claim should be studied 
carefully and traced as accurately as possible with a view

XVI Refusal to award inteicst if accoimU unsatisfactory — It shall

XVII A'o iv1crc<it fnyahle in absence of erpress fiovision — In 
absence of a special piovision foi iiiteiest, no inteiest sliall be allowed.

I — Preliminary 

Application 1 These rules shall apply to (c) the Civil 

Station, Sadra, (&) all Thana Circles and

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Rules for refund of value, or exchange of Court-fee stamps and labels 

No. 6359, dated the 17th September, 1906 — ^IIib Excellency tlie 
Governor in Council is pleased to direct tliat effect stall lie given to tlie 
folloving rules in all Political Agencies of tlie Bombay Presidency: — 

1. (a) When any peison is possessed of impre<^ed Court-fee stamps 
for wbicb lie bas no immediate use or vliicb bave been 
spoiled or rendeied unfit oi useless for tbe puipose intended, 
or 

(6) when any person is possessed of tvo or moie (or in tbe case of 
denominations (below P-s 5, 4 or more) Couit-fee adhesive 
labels wbicb bave never been detached from each other and 
for which be bas no immediate use, tbe Political Agent 
shall, on application, repay to him tbe value of such stamps 
or labels in money, deducting one anna in tbe rupee, upon 
such peison delivering up tbe same to be cancelled and prov-

not be lefunded nor stamps and labels of other values issued in exchange 
unless in cases where tbe value of each label is not less than Its. 5 tbeie 
are at least two such labels which bave never been detached from each 
other, and in cases where tbe value of each label is less than Ps. 5 unless 
there are at least four such labels which bave never been detached from 
each other.

intoxicating drugs, or for tbe search, whether by day or night, of any 
building or place in which he has reason to believe intoxicating drugs 
liable to confiscation to be kept or concealed All warrants issued under 
this section shall be executed in accordance with the provisions of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure as for the time being in force in the Thana 
Circles or the Administered Area 

16 Disposal of persons arrested and things seized — ^Every person 
aiiested and thing seired under section 12 or 13 shall be forwarded 
uithout delay to the officer in charge of the nearest police station, and 
every person arrested and thing seized undei section 15 shall be forwarded 
Mithout delay to the officer by whom the wan ant was issued 

Every officer to whom any person or thing is forwarded under this 
section shall, with all convenient despatch, take such measures as may 
bo necessary for the disposal according to law of such person or thing 

17 Ai rest and seizure to he reported — ^Whenever any officer makes 
any arrest or seizure undei this law he shall within forty-eight houis 
next aftei such arrest or seizuie make a full report of all particulars of 
such arrest or seizure to his immediate official supenor 

18 Certain officers hound to help opium officers — ^All police, revenue, 
customs and excise officers are required to aid the opium officers in the 
due execution of this law, upon request made by such opium officers 

19 Penalt/ij for unnecessary or venations entry, or search, etc — Any 
opium officer who, without reasonable ground of suspicion, enters or 
searches, or causes to be entered or searched any building, or place, or 
vexatiously and unnecessarily seizes the property of any person on the 
pretence of seizing or searching for any intoxicating drug or other thing 
liable to confiscation rmder this law, or vexatiously and unnecessarily 
detains, searches or arrests any person, or commits any other excess not 
required for the execution of his duty shall for every such offence be 
punished with implrisonment for a term which may extend to three 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees , and when

23 Recovciy of airear of duty or fee — ^Any aiieai of any duty or fee 
imposed under this law or any regulation or rule made thereunder and 
any aireai due from anj' contractoi may be recovered from the person 
primarily liable to paji- the same to the fund concerned, oi from his surety, 
if any, as if it were an aiieai of land levenue 

24 Assistance to contractors — Wlien any amount is due to a contrac- 
tor from his licensee, such contractor may make an application to the 
Chief Opium Ofhcei praying such officer to recover such amount on behalf 
of the applicant, and on receiving such application such Chief Opium

Chapter III

The transpoit, possession and sale of law opium shall be fuither sub-

SECTIOX II —PREPARED OPIUil 

The import, export tian^poit, inamifactuie possession and sale of 
prepaied opium aie absolutely prohibited 

SECTION III —MEDICINAL OPIUM, MORPHINE, HEROINE 

AND COCAINE

SECTION IV —EXEMPTIONS

(i-u) eveiy prepaiation containing intoxicating diugs which is or 
may fiom time to time be exempted from tbe opeiation of 
tbe laws and lules in foice in tbe Bombay Piesidency re- 
lating to such diugs, piovided that eveiy such exemption 
shall be subject to tbe ie'?tiictions and conditions attaching 
to tbe like exemption in the Bomba}’^ Piesidency. 


Subsidiary Rules relating to “raw opium ” and “ admix- 
tures of opium.”

Rvles regulating the appointment, duties and remuneiation of Public 

Prosecutors and Pleaders 

No S300-B, dated the 13th October, 1928 — 1 Appointment of Public 
Prosecutor — The Public Prosecutor shall ordinarily be appointed for a 
term of three years from among the Pleaders holding sanads in the Mahi 
Kantha Agency The appointment shall be terminable by six months’ 
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notice on eithei side In case of necessity a non- Agency Pleader may 
be appointed to woik as Public Pioseeiitoi 

2 Duties — ^Tlie duties of the Public Piosecutoi will be restricted 
ordinarily to Sessions Couit business, and tbev ‘-ball be — 

(a) to communicate with and advise "Magistiates, m respect of 

cases committed oi about to be committed to tbe Sessions 
Couit and to conduct the same, 

(b) to piepaie and watch pioceedmgs in tiials befoie the Sessions 

Court and when leqiuied by tlie Political Agent, Magis- 
teiial Couits, and to see that the attendance of the neces- 
sary witnesses has been secured.

And whereas the portion of the said Tract which is bounded by the 
Namkham stream on the noith, the Sinmakha stream on the west, the 
Loichaw Eidge on the south and the Shueli Eiver on the east, has 
hitheito been administered by the British Government as part of the 
Shan State of Mongmit, and the portion comprising the villages of 
Munsawn, Kunltyeng and Kawngnawng, together with the lands apper- 
taining thereto, as pait of the Shan State of North Hsenwi 

And whereas it is desirable that so much of the said Tract as has 
hitherto been administered as aforesaid should contmue to be so ad- 
mmisteied, and that the rest of the said Tract, which has hitherto been 
administered by the Chinese Government, should henceforth be adminis- 
tered as part of the district of Bhamo in Upper Burma 

Now, in pursuance of the said Treaty and in exercise o’ the power

In exercise of this jurisdiction and of tbe powers conferred by tbe 
Indian (Eoreign Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902, and of all other 
powers enabling him in tbat behalf, tbe Goveinoi General in Council 
is pleased to issue tbe following orders with respect to such cases — 

(1) Tbe District Magistrate of Benares for tbe time being shall 

exercise, when employed in respect of such cases occurring 
witbin tbe limits of the said State, tbe powers of a District 
Magistrate, as defined in tbe Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898 (V of 1898) 

(2) He shall also exercise tbe powers of a Sessions Judge, as defined 

in tbe said Code, in respect of such cases occuiring within 
tbe limits of tbe said State

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(5) The CoiumissioDer of Benaies foi the time being shall eseicise 

the poweis of a Sessions Judge, as desciihed m the said 
Code, in respect of all ohences ovei irhich magisteiial 
juiisdiction is exeicised by the Distiict Magistiate of 
Benaies Piovided that the Distiict Magistiate shall not

(XI of 1878), the Distiict Offi»’eis of the Beiiaies division and the 
Distiict Officei of Allahabad are empowered, with leference to condi- 
tion No j of licence foim XVI, to make licences granted on that 
foim valid foi the Benaies State, pioiided that a cop^ of each such 
licence is foiw aided to the Benaies Daibai Similarly, the Darbar 
can make their coiiesponding licences valid toi the Benaies division 
and the Allahabad distiict, if thej foiwaid a copj of such licences 
to the Distiict Officei of the Biitish distiict conceiiicd 

(2) Both the Rampui and Benaies States haie adopted the piovisioiis of the 

Indian Motoi Vehicles Act, 1914 (VIII of 1914), and the lules framed
